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Message  from  the  Headmaster 

From  his  speech  at  Prizegiving  Ceremonies,  June  2001 


Selwyn  House  School  continues 
to  provide  our  students  with  rich 
and  varied  experiences,  both 
academic  and  extracurricular.  The 
students'  positive  engagement  in  these 
opportunities  is  almost  always  at  a 
very  high  level;  their  successes  are 
often  exceptional.  Here  are  some,  but 
by  no  means  all,  of  the  successes  of  the 
2000-2001  school  year: 

Daniel  Wilner  and  Luke  Reid  took 
first  and  second  place,  respectively,  at 
the  International  Independent 
Schools'  Public  Speaking  League 
Competition  in  Winnipeg.  At  the 
subsequent  World  Finals,  held  in 
Reading,  England,  Daniel  came  first 
in  interpretive  reading,  and  Luke  came  first  in 
persuasive  speaking. 

Selwyn  House  students  won  twelve  out  ot  fifteen 
prizes  awarded  in  the  McEntyre  Creative  Writing 
Competition  for  students  in  Grades  1  through  5. 

Once  again,  our  Senior  Jazz  Band  joined  forces  with 
the  ECS  Jazz  Choir  to  form  Jazz  Storm.  The  ensemble 
earned  a  gold  medal  in  the  Montreal  JazzFest 
Competition,  and  was  invited  to  compete  in  the  29th 
Annual  MusicFest  Canadian  National  Competition  in 
Ottawa,  where  they  were  awarded  another  gold  medal. 

The  Athletic  Department  produced  another  year  of 
impressive  results,  both  in  participation  and 
achievement.  Again,  our  physical  education  programme 
was  recognized  by  the  Canadian  Association  for  Health, 
Physical  Education,  and  Recreation.  This  was  the 
eighth  time  we  had  earned  the  Platinum  Award.  Fewer 
than  four  per  cent  of  schools  in  Canada  receive  this 
honour. 

The  Senior  Football  Team  won  the  Sports  Etudiants 
championship. 

Track  and  Field  also  had  an  exceptional  year.  In  the 
GMv^A  Championships,  the  Bantam  and  Midget  relay 
teams  came  first,  and  Josh  Wolfe  (Grade  10)  won  both 
the  800  and  1 500  at  GMAA,  and  came  first  in  the  Halo 
Road  Race. 

.    In    tennis,    the    Bantam   Team   won    the    GMAA 
Championship. 

It  takes  talent  and  commitment  to  run  these 
programmes  so  that  students  will  engage  positively  in 
the  experience  being  offered.  We  are  exceptionally 
fortunate  to  have  such  talent  and  commitment  at 
Selwyn  House.  This  was  confirmed  to  us  when  we 
received  the  results  of  a  very  comprehensive  Alumni 
Satisfaction  Survey  we  commissioned  last  year  by  the

firm  Lookout  Management.  The 
survey  showed  clearly  that  our 
graduates  value  the  thorough 
academic  preparation  they  received 
here — how  to  write,  how  to  do  a 
proof  in  mathematics,  how  to  think, 
how  to  manage  their  time  and  how 
to  work  hard  and  independently. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  these  are  skills 
our  students  need  after  they  leave 
Selwyn  House. 

Two  initiatives  taken  in  2000- 
2001  will  have  a  positive  impact  on 
the  quality  of  our  programmes.  First 
is  the  decision  to  reorganize  our 
French  Immersion  programme  to 
intensify  the  instruction  of  French  in 
the  primary  years.  The  decision  was  based  on  research, 
and  reached  after  extensive  and  positive  dialogue  with 
the  faculty.  We  are  confident  that  the  reorganization 
will  make  an  already  strong  programme  even  better  for 
the  students.  The  project  was  testament  to  our  belief  in 
continuous  institutional  improvement. 

The  second  issue  pertains  to  the  integration  of 
technology  into  the  curriculum.  In  the  previous  school 
year,  we  had  announced  that  we  were  embarking  on  a 
three-year  $1 -million  investment  in  our  technology 
programme.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  our  investment 
in  equipping  all  teachers  with  their  own  computers,  the 
replacement  of  computers  in  the  computer  lab,  the 
purchase  of  the  mobile  laptop  carts  and  the  hiring  of 
computer  technicians  have  seen  our  programme  grow 
and  improve  significantly  in  2000-2001. 

In  that  connection,  we  advanced  our  plan  by  one 
year.  We  purchased  two  additional  laptop  carts  instead 
of  just  one,  and  replaced  the  existing  Macintosh  Lab 
with  PCs.  During  this  school  year,  we  will  begin  work 
on  a  new  technology  plan. 

These  initiatives  would  not  be  possible  were  it  not 
for  the  strong  support  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  They 
see  to  it  that  the  School  has  the  resources  necessary  to 
accomplish  its  mission. 

Lastly,  while  we  were  disappointed  at  having  to  delay 
our  capital  project,  we  are  excited  about  starting 
construction  in  June  2002.  In  the  meantime,  we  will 
continue  to  raise  funds  toward  our  objective  of  $10.5 
million.  We  are  encouraged  by,  and  very  grateful  for,  the 
substantial  support  to  date  ($8.8  million  in  gifts  and 
pledges).  We  will  continue  to  canvass  all  remaining 
constituents  so  that  we  can  complete  this  project,  which 
will  have  a  significant  impact  on  the  future  strength  of 
the  School.

The  Lucas  Fund  is  derived  from  a  special  fee  that 
is  charged  to  students  beginning  in  Grade  7.  It 
is  primarily  used  for  property  improvements 
and  capital  equipment  purchases,  which  are  not 
covered  by  government  grants  and  tuition  fees. 

Under  the  law,  the  School  may  charge  in  tuition  fees 
no  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  what  it  receives  from  the 
government  by  way  of  grants.  To  compensate  for  this 
limit,  the  School  established  the  Lucas  Fund  so  that  it  can 
continue  providing  the  standard  of  instruction  and 
programmes  that  Selwyn  House  students  require.

"Making  Room  for  the  Future"  Capital  Campaign 

January  1,  1999  to  January  16,  2002 

Over  $9  million  in  donations  and  pledges  raised  to  date 


For  Selwyn  House  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  future, 
we  will  need  more  than  a  dedicated  community  and 
a  top-notch  academic  programme.  We  must  ensure 
that  our  facilities  are  up  to  date,  and  that  their  design  and 
appropriateness  contribute  to  the  most  effective  current 
teaching  practices.  We  are  moving  as  quickly  as  possible  to 
start  construction  so  that  the  School's  level  of  excellence — 
and  its  ability  to  attract  top  students — is  not 
compromised.  In  short,  the  best  school  must  continue  to 
make  room  for  the  best  students. 

The  centerpiece  of  our  plan  to  accomplish  this  is  a 
new  building  that  will  be  constructed  on  the  current  west 
playground  and  attached  to  the  Lucas  Building.  The  new 
building  will  reduce  pressures  on  the  existing  school  and 
free  up  additional  space  for  classrooms.  The  new  building 
will  include:  a  learning  center  with  a  large,  modern  librar\' 
and  integrated  computer  center;  a  new  underground 
gymnasium;  an  agora  with  common  space  for  small 
receptions;  individual  and  small-group  study  areas; 


meeting  rooms;  new  fiirnishings;  and  storage  space. 

With  the  new  building,  we  will  be  able  to  expand 
classrooms  in  the  Lucas  Building  considerably,  from  the 
current  average  of  45  square  metres  to  55  square  metres. 
The  current  Lucas  Gymnasium  will  be  converted  into  a 
multi-purpose  space  that  will  house  an  upgraded 
auditorium  and  larger  dining  room.  The  Lucas  Building 
will  receive  a  general  facelift.  All  this,  and  a  commitment 
to  maintaining  our  current  enrollment  numbers. 

A  tunnel  between  the  Macaulay  Building  and  the  new 
building  will  ensure  a  safe  crossing  for  all  students  betweer 
buildings.  In  addition  to  the  safety  issue,  it  will  allow 
students  to  move  between  buildings  for  meals  and  other 
scheduled  activities  in  warmth  and  comfort  year-round. 

We  have  raised  over  $9  million  (at  time  of  printing). 
Construction  will  begin  in  June  2002.  Many  thanks  to  all 
donors  and  those  who  have  committed  pledges.  The  list 
below  represents  those  who  have  donated  or  pledged 
between  January  1,  1999  to  January  16,  2002.
